Dr. Hougland in a most interest­ 
ing manner brought a message 
to 
the Kiwanis club

of the 
danger, which is lurking today 
in 
many of the so called anti-war and 
peace organizations, which have for 
their ultimate purpose the breaking 
down of our 
democratic 
form 
of 
government. 


Preceding 
the 
address 
of 
Dr. 
Hougland, Samuel 
L. Trabue 
was 
called upon to give instructions to a 
recent member of the club, Kenneth 
McCain, and in a forceful manner 
Mr. Trabue set out the ideals 
and 
principles for which Kiwanis stood. 
George C. W yatt was announced as 
a new member and will be instructed 
at the next meeting of.the club.

In dismissing the problems

Mr. Trestor continued in his 
ad­ 
dress by taking up 
each 
question 
which lie had asked himsell,

answering it. “ Why do 
we 
dedi­ 
c a te? ” he asked, “ because it. is to 
set it apart, or to conseerate 
it 
to 
some good use. ’ Tn this 
connection 
he stated that the people of 
the 
community, who had 
visioned 
a 
building, had no doubt consecrated 
it long ago. 
In answer to the question, 
“ To 
Whom do wc dedicate,” he stated 
first of all to the boys and 
girls 
of tin- community, the present 
and 
the future generations, and not 011K 
to the youth but also to the 
men 
and women oi the communiy. Edu­ 
cation, lie stated, formerly was be­ 
lieved to exist between the ages ol 
to 
U , sometimes less or more, 
and when one left th«* school, 
it 
ended their education, hut 
today 
adults are seeking more and 
more 
education in school houses used ior 
community purposes and gatherings 
that have a tendency to 
elevate. 
Education lasts as long as life it­ 
self, lie declared. 
“ By whom is a building dedicat­ 
ed,” lie ask e d . “ All 1 can do is 
to 
just voice a few things which you 
may be thinking. I am merely your 
mouth piece, and am up here to tell 
you in my own words, 
tlie 
things 
which are now going through your 
mind. You will have to help set it 
apart and consecrate it for 
some 


good use. 
“ What do we dedicate 
anyhow, 
when we do dedicate a building 
of 
this type,” he asked. “ First oi all 
we have a physical building— it is so 
long, so wide, so high, 
made 
of 
brick, mortar glass, and costs 
so 
much money, and you have an exc<4- 
lont building that should be a pride 
of the community.” 
In this connection he stated that 
he was a firm believer in 
outside 
curricula in school actixities. Such 
things as class plays, 
orchestras, 
musieales, community meetings, 
or­ 
atorical contests, and games 
were 
essential. “ Then we have more than 
a physical building to dedicate,” he 
stated. “ We have a school building 
and a community meeting house for 
all of the people, hoys and 
girls, 
men and women.” 
It is essential he stated to dedi­ 
cate a belief in boys and girls. Play 


is worth while, he said, and showed ¡ 
how organized games for hoys 
and j 
girls iu the schools, is a. big factor 
in education today. 
Mr. Trester was followed with 
a 
change of stage setting with 
the 
invited guests on the stage march­ 
ing off and the eighth year graduates 
taking their place on the stage 
to [ 
hear the commencement address of 
the Rev. E. Dwight McKune, 
who 
spoke on “ Learning, a Life 
Long 
Project.” 
The speaker stated that at

The first is the learn­ 
ing obtained in schools, and educa­ 
tion is carried on through life. 
The speaker advised the 
young 
people to know definitely, and not in 
some general manner, the life am­ 
bition, He urged them to reach 
a 
conclusion early in life 
ajid stay 
with it, and not let anyone discour­ 
age them in their ambitions. He de­ 
clared that the world is at the feet 
of the youth, and cited many illus­ 
trations of greatness which has been 
a tta in e d by the youth oi the nation. 
In closing he spoke of Henry \a n _ 
dyke’s famous verse, as to the four 
things which a man must l«*arn 
to 
do, and the speaker itemized 
each 
one, to think, to love, to act and to 
live, and applied it for the 
young 
people before 
him. 
He 
advised 
against the short cuts in life, and 
illustrated his point with a 
story 
of a college [»resident who was ap- 
proaclied by it student one day, xxlio 
inquired if there wasn i a 
shorter 
course in college that would fit him 
for his vocation. The college presi­ 
dent told him that a squash 
could 
be developed in six weeks, but that 
an oak tree required a 100 
years 
to reach its growth. A short cut, he 
advised was it dangerous tiling tor 
tlie modern youth to consider. 
Music during the program 
was 
provided bv an orchestra trom New 
Salem. The building was open

inspection before and after the ser- 
vicos.

Teacher Tenure Law 


Charles F. Miller, superintendent 
of public instruction 
in 
Indiana, 
declared in an interview th at 
the 
disadvantag es of the new 
teacher 
tenure law were being unduly s tre s s ­ 
ed by school officials. This is 
un­ 
doubtedly true, because there 
has 
been a tendency to condemn the law 
betö re it has ever been tried. 


Supt. Miller stated th a t he 
had 
advised all teachers to sig n up nex t 
y e a r’s c ontr a c ts 
before the 
pew 
law went into effect, which will a l­ 
low them one y ear to a djust them ­ 
selves to the new conditions. M ore­ 
over, school officials will have 
an 
opportunity to study the new law, 
and a l t e r the hy steria of the m o­ 
ment, which lias been m anifest r e ­ 
g arding the law, a g reat 
m any 
of 
them will be convinced that tlie 
law 
d o es not hold the 
possibilities 
of 
evil th a t they imag ined. 
The purpose of the law, of course, 
is to make teaching a more p e r m a ­ 
nent p r o fe s s io n ; one where the f u­ 
ture will be more secure and te a c h ­ 
ers will be able to devote themselves 
to a prog ram without wasting time 
and effo rt th at is lost when there is 
a constant turnover in the p rofe s­ 
sion. 
It' the law makes teaching a more 
permanent profession, as it 
prom ­ 
ises to, the public will benefit. It has 
been the history of teaching 
th at 
to o many have used it as a stepping 


sto ne to more lucrative, it not better 
life work. There are many instances 
where men and women have devoted 
their lives to teaching , but the num ­ 
ber 
111 this class is 
comparatively 
small. 
The schools will be immeasurably 
better if the 
g reat 
m ajority of 
the teachers are men and 
women 
who equipped themselves with 
the 
idea of g iving their lives 
to 
the 
work. 
The teacher tenure law tends 
to 
g ive the teacher a g reater feeling ol! 
security . It does not g ive lile-time 
jo bs to teachers. They can be dis­ 
missed at any time under this law, 
it thev d<* not contorm to the hig h­ 
est standards, as thev could he 
in 
the past. The law 
merely 
affords 
protection to the teacher 
ag ainst 
unfair dealing s, which is as it should 
be. 
Much of the success of our public 
schools depends on the 
teachers, 
and certainly we can not acord to 
be unfair or parsimonious with those 
entrusted with the training of 
our 
children in the y ears when the tr a in­ 
ing thev receive has such a deep in. 
tiuence upon their lives.

to be known as the “ F a r m e r ’s I n­ 
s urance Association of Rush Couu- 
ty and State of India na . ” 
“ We bind ourselves and 
our p r o­ 
perty to be assessed when a tire oc ­ 
curs, to any amount not to ex ceed 
one per cent, at any one time, 
on 
the am ount we each have insured; 
this per cent to pay the dam ag e 
of 
any tire th a t m ay accidentally occur 
and the ex pense of each notification 
by the A c tua r y . ” 
“ No money to he paid ex cept the 
initiation fees until 
a lire 
takes 
place. Then we ag ree to p ay the a s ­ 
sessment to the 
person 
damag ed. 
The initiation fee to be paid to the 
one who g ets the org a niz ation.” 
Such was briefly the plan of the 
first Voluntary insuranc e Company 
org anized in the county , purely a g ­ 
ricultural and the plan being c op y ­ 
rig hted 
by N. M. 
Mendenhall 
of 
Spiceland, H enry county , was, 
by 
him, sold to Rush county 
farm ers. 
This association had 8 3 sig ners 
to 
s ta rt with and issued m any policies, 
hut on March 14th, 18 77 the Indiana 
leg islature passed an Act covering

property insurance carried bv each 
member. 
The present com pany has 
no such restriction 
on assessment. 
Every member binds 
himself 
and 
his property for the pay m ent of all 
assessm ents 
made, while he is 
a 
member, and until such assessm ents 
are paid, his withdrawal from m em ­ 
bership will not release him 
trom 
liability to pay such a s are 
made 
before. Delinquency 
of more than 
thirty day s a f te r notice of a s s e s s ­ 
ment, wifi forfeit his pay ment 
for 
losses, sustained

assessm ents

W A SH IN G TO N — The father o f 
Capt. Charles A. Lindbergh 
was a pio neer in po litics, as the 
so n is a pio neer in the air. 
The father failed to acco mplish 
his aim s and lapsed into co mpara* 
tiv e o bscurity because he was o p­ 
po sed by the established co nv ic­ 
tio ns and interests o f his fello w - 
men. while his so n had o nly to 
co ntend with the elem ents. 
Charles A. Lindbergh, the elder, 
who was a Republican co ngress­ 
man fro m the state o f Minneso ta 
fro m 19 07 to 19 17 , was o ne o f 
the first o f the western insurgents. 
He was elected as a pro gressiv e 
and 
maintained 
his 
pro gressiv e 
principles until he died. 
So me men no w in W ashingto n, 
but no t a great many , recall bo th 
Lindberghs. 
The so n is recalled 
o nly as a quiet, unassum ing lad 
in sho rt pants. 
The father J s re­ 
called as a man o f intelligence and 
co urage, o f mo desty and efficiency , 
o f great industry and o f m o st im ­ 
peccable integrity , and, perhaps as 
impo rtant as any thing, a man o f 
ideals. 
Had Iro n Nerv e 
His iro n nerv e was dem o nstrat­ 
ed when he underwent a majo r 
surgical o peratio n witho ut anaes­ 
thetic and talked to a friend the 
while. 
The first Charles A. Lindbergh 
became o ne o f the first pro gres­ 
siv es in Cong ress when he defeat­ 
ed a 
conservative 
incum bent in 
the Little Falls, o r six th Minne- 


so ta co ngressio nal district. 1f!h* 
neso ta farmers at the time wart 
bitter against 
the “ mo ney trust” 
and Lindbergh fo ught their battle 
in W ashingto n. 
He fo ught the 
framers o f the Federal Reserv f 
Act and pushed a bill o f his o w^ 
which he held wo uld do mo re to 
free the farm ers fro m financial 
do m inatio n. 
The bill was regard­ 
ed as radical and it lo st o ut. The 
same fate m et o ther measures, 
dealing with banking 
and cur­ 
rency ev ils, which Lindbergh in­ 
tro duced. 
If Capt. Lindbergh is an emis­ 
sary o f peace, his father was no 
less an apo stle o f peace in the 
day s befo re the United States en­ 
tered the war. 
If his co nstitu­ 
ents had no t v o ted him o ut in 
fav o r o f Haro ld Knutso n, who is 
still 
in 
o ffice, 
he 
undo ubtedly 
wo uld hav e v o ted against the dec­ 
laratio n o f war against GermanjT. 
He made v igo ro us speeches at­ 
tacking mo ney and armament in­ 
terests fo r their alleged attem pts 
to push the co untry into co nflict 
and declared that America 
sho uld 
keep o ut o f this “ welter o f blo o d, 
greed and m ilitarism .” 
No t Grandstander \

But be nev er bello wed. He 
nev er play ed to the grandstand. 
He was calm and deliberate and 
no t giv en to picking quarrels.

ed Dr., C. S. Hougland of Milrqy, in 
a message on "Young /Men's Pro 
blems," delivered at the Kiwani: 
club today noon, in which he showec 
that forces_were at work to destro; 
the fundamentals 
of our govern 


ment, with agencies directing theii 
efforts at the young men. 


rDr. Hougland in a most interest- 


ing manner, brought a message t< 
the Kiwanis club that told of tin 
danger, which is lurking today 
ir 


many of the so called anti-war ant 
peace organizations, which have foi 
their ultimate purpose the breaking 
down of our democratic form 
ol 


government. 


Preceding 
the address of .Dr. 


Hongland, Samuel L. Trabne was 
called upon to give instructions to a 
recent -member of the. club, Kenneth 
McCain, and in a forceful mannei 
Mr. Trabue set out the ideals and 
principles for which Kiwanis stood. 
George C. Wyatt was announced as 
a new member and will be instructed 
at the next meeting of.the club. 


Guests today were Dr. J. E. Wal- 


hert of this city, B. M. Goldheart of 
Cincinnati, Andy Fagel and II. \V. 
Painter of Indianapolis. 


In discussing the problems 
that 


face a young man, Dr. Hougland 
stated that he was going to take 
only one phase of the subject, and 
the one which he believed to h.e an 
important one in the interest of pre- 
sent day needs. 


The speaker referred to the mes- 


sage of Mr. Trabue, who had .pre- 
ceded him, and said that the princi- 
ples 
of Kiwanis carried 
with it 


the fact that Kiu-anians stood 
for 


an American democratic way 
of 


thinking, and that his theme was in 
line with the policies for which the 
club stood. 


He stated that danger lurks for 


the young men. and especially those 
about to enter college, because of a 
vast amount of propaganda which 
is being circulated in the pathway of 
those young people. "These circu- 
lars and letters' which 
the young 


men receive," he declared, "are an- 
tagonistic to a democratic form of 
government, and are clever propa- 
ganda." 


Dr. Hougland explained that lie is 


a member of the Reserve Corps, and 
it is a part of his duty to watch and 
curb such practices that have a ten- 
dency to act against the 
govern- 


ment, and it was through his obser- 
vations and direct knowledge that 
he was speaking today. 


The basis of 
such propaganda, 


he declared, 
is 
to persuade 
the 


young man against our form of gov- 
ernment. He spoke of the numerous 
agencies at work nnder various ti- 
tles. Some of these were directed at 
the churches, 
some at the ladies 


clubs, at the mens' clubs and num- 
erous other similar agencies, all 
working in separate spheres. 


He declared that all of these agen- 


cies, which numbered 73, were being 
directed from one place of business, 
located at 70 .Fifth Avenue, New 
York City, sponsored by Reds 
and 


those opposed to our form of gov- j 
ernment. They all use this address, 
he said, for their clearing house. 


The speaker referred 
to several 


individuals who are well known for 
their activities along this line, and 
mentioned the (act that they are 
agencies of the street address given 
in New York. In particular, he re- 
ferred to one. Fred J. Libby. who 
did much for his organization in In- 
diana, and with college students. 


.One of the 
things 
mentioned 


which 3fr. Libby did, according to 
Dr. Hougland. was to obtain pledge 
cards from students in which they 
asreed rot to aid in any manner in 
the offiense or defense of America, 
if she became involved in a war.

TO THE COMMUNITY

Mr. Trester continued in his 
ad- 


dress by taking up 
each 
question 


which iie had asked himself, 
and 


ltering it. "Why do we 
dedi- 


ate?" he asked, "because it is to 
set it apart, or to consecrate it to 
some good use." In this connection 
he stated that the people of 
the 


community, who had 
visioned 
a 


building, had no doubt consecrated 
it long ago. 


In answer to the question, 
To 


Whom do we dedicate," he stated 
first of all to the hoys and 
girls 


of the community, the present 
and 


the future generations, and not only 
to the youth but also to the men 
and women of the communiy. Edu- 
cation, he stated, formerly was lie- 
lieved to exist between the ages of 
(i, to 14, sometimes less or more, 
and when one left the school, 
it 


ended their education, but 
today 


adults are seeking more and more 
education in school houses used for 
community purposes and gathering's 
that have a tendency to 
elevate. 


Education lasts as long as life it- 
self, he declared. 
. 


"By whom is a building dedicat- 


ed," he asked. "All 1 can do is to 
just voice a few things which you 
may be thinking. I am merely your 
mouth piece, and am up here to tell 
you in my own words, the things 
which are now going through your 
mind. You will have to help set it 
apart and consecrate it for 
some 


;ood use. 


"What do we dedicate 
anyhow, 


when we do dedicate a building of 
this type," he asked. "First of all 
we have a physical building—it, is so 
long, so wide, so high, 
made 
of 


brick, anortar glass, and costs so 
much money, and you have an excel- 
lent building that should be a^pride 
of the community." 


In this connection he stated that 


he was a firm believer in 
outside 


curricula in school activities. Such 
things as class plays, 
orchestras, 


musicales, community meetings, 
or- 


atorical contests, and games 
were 


essential. "Then we have more than 
a physical building to dedicate," he 
stated. "We have a school building 
and a community meeting house for 
all of the people, boys and girls, 
men and women." 


It is essential he stated to dedi- 


cate a belief in boys and girls. Play 


how orgtuuzeif games^ for boys and 
girls in ihc schools, |s $ big factor 
in eduction today. *..•';?'>v ^ . 


Mr. Trester was followed with a 


change of stage setting with jthe 
invited guests on the stage march- 
ing off and the eighth year graduates 
taking their place on the stage A to 
hear the commencement address of 
the Rev. E. Dwight .McKune,. who 
spoke on "'Learning, "a Life 
Long. 


Project." 


The speaker'stated that at this 


season of the year there are 4 mil- 
lion boys and girls, who are complet- 
ing their education in some branch 
of the school system and 
who are 


going out into the world, either to 
take their place in life, or to seek 
higher education in other schools. 


The speaker stated that education 


is not limited to the confines of our 
school buildings. When one gradu- 
ates and leaves school, the question 
arises are they ready to leave and 
take their places in life. "Learning 
is merely that thing which fits us for 
life," he declared. He pointed out 
the difference between 
schooling 


and education. The first is the learn- 
ing obtained in schools, and educa- 
tion is carried on through life. 


The speaker advised the 
young 


people to know definitely, and not in 
some general manner, the life am- 
bition. He urged them to reach 
a 


conclusion early in life and stay 
with ft, and not let anyone discour- 
age them in their ambitions. He de- 
clared that the world is at the feet 
of the youth, and cited many illus- 
trations of greatness which has been 
attained by the youth of the nation. 


In closing he spoke of Henry Van- 


dyke's famous verse, as to the four 
things which a man must learn -to 
do, and the speaker itemized each 
oue^ to think, to love, to act and to 
live, and applied it for the young 
people before him. 
He 
advised 


against the short cuts in life, and 
illustrated his point with a 
story 


of a college .president who was ap- 
proached by a student one day, who 
inquired if there wasn't a shorter 
course in college that would fit him 
for his vocation. The college presi- 
dent told him that a squash 
could 


be developed in six weeks, but that 
an oak tree required a 100 years 
to reach its growth. A short cut, he 
advised was a dangerous thing for 
the modern youth to consider. 


Music during the program 
was 


provided by an orchestra from New 
Salem. The building was open 
for 


inspection before and after the ser- 
vices. It is probably the most mod- 
ern school building in the county, is 
well lighted with electric lights, and

Teacher Tenure Law 


Charles F. Miller, superintendent 


oi public instruction 
in 
Indiana, 


declared in an interview that the 
disadvantages of the liew teacher 
tenure law were being; unduly stress- 
ed by school officials. This is 
un- 


doubtedly true, because there 
has 


been a tendency to condemn the law 
before it has ever been tried. 


Sui it. Miller stated that he 
had 


advised all teachers to sign up next 
year's ,co"tracts before tike jiew 
law went into effect, which will al- 
low them one year to adjust them- 
selves to the new conditions. More- 
over, school officials will have 
an 


opportunity to study the new law, 
and alter the hysteria of the mo- 
ment, which has been manifest re- 
garding the law, a preat many of 
them will be convinced that the law 
dors not hold the possibilities of 
evil that they imagined. 


The purpose of the law, of course, 


is to make teaching' a more 7)erma- 
neiit pi'61'ession; one where the fu- 
ture will be more secure and teach- 
ers will be able to devote themselves 
to a program without wasting time 
and effort that is lost when there is 
a constant turnover in the profes- 
sion. 


If the law makes teaching a more 


permanent profession, as it 
prom- 


ises to, the public will benefit. It has 
been the history of teaching that 
tno many have used it as a stepping 
stone to more lucrative, if not better 
life work. There are many instances 
where men anil women have devoted 
their lives to teaching, but the num. 
her in this class is 
comparatively 


small. 


The schools will be immeasurably 


•better if the 
great 
majority of 


the teachers are men and 
women 


who equipped themselves with 
the 


idea of giving their lives to 
the 


work. 


The teacher tenure law tends to 


give the teacher a greater feeling of 
security. It does not give life-time 
jc.lis to teachers. They can be dis- 
missed at any time under this law, 
il they do not. conform to the high- 
est standards, as they could be 
in 


the past. The law 
merely affords 


protection to the teacher 
against 


unfair dealings, which is as it should 
be. 


Much of the success of our public 


schools depends on the 
teachers, 


and certainly we can not aeord to 
be unfair or parsimonious with those 
entrusted with the training of 
our 


children in the years when the train, 
ing- they receive has such a deep iu- 
liuencc upon their lives. 


Fuel is Necessary 


This is the time of year when we 


all receive an overabundance 
on

REMINISCENCES 


BY JOHN F.JOYCE 


November 30th, 1875, there was 


organized a "Mutual Insurance As- 
sociation" at Kushvillc, Ind., "For 
the 
protection 
of 
our property 


against damages by fire or lightning 
to be known as the "Farmer's In- 
surance Association of Rush Coun- 
ty and State of Indiana." 


"We bind ourselves and our pro- 


perty to be assessed when a fire oc- 
curs, to any amount not to exceed 
one per cent, at any one time, on 
the amount we each have insured; 
this per cent to pay the damage of 
any h're that may accidentally occur 
and the expense of each notification 
by the Actuary." 


"No money to be paid except the 


initiation fees until 
a fire takes 


place. Then, we agree to pay the as- 
sessment to the person 
damaged. 


T.hc initiation fee to be paid to the 
one who gets the organization." 


Such wasjbriefly the plan of the 


first Voluntary Insurance Company 
organized in the county, purely ag- 
ricultural and the plan being copy- 
righted by N. M. Mendcnhall of 
Spit-eland, 'Henry county," was, 
by 


him, sold to Bush county farmers. 
This association had 83 signers to 
start with and issued many policies, 
but on March 14th, 1877 the Indiana, 
legislature passed an Act covering 
such organizations and the follow- 
ing November 24th, 1877, the present 
Insurance company was organized 
and incorporated under the name of 
"The Farmer's Insurance Associa- 
tion of Rush County." A constitu- 
tion and by laws were adopted on 
said date, which, with some amend- 
ments, govern" today.

association are: 


First, it is a 'mutual organization. 


Second, it is for 
farm •, insurance 


alone, limited to the county, carries 
no "deadwood" and is secured by 
the best of security. Third, it is a 
home institution, insures, carefully, 
pays promptly and limits insurance 
to $6,000 in any one policy 
and 


allows no "pyramiding" or outside 
insurance except by special permit, 
for sums in excess of $6,000. The 
intiation fee is five dollars and there 
is no other chaige or cost except as- 
sessments made to pay losses. This 
assessment in the first Association 
was limited to one percent of the 
property insurance carried bv each 
member. The present company has 
no such restriction 
on assessment. 


Every member binds himself and 
bis property for th'e payment of all 
assessments made, while he is 
a 


member, and until such assessments 
are paid, his withdrawal from mem- 
bership will not release him from 
liability to pay such as are made 
before. Delinquency of more than 
thirty days after notice of assess- 
ment, will forfeit his payment 
for 


losses; sustained while so delin- 
quent. 


' If, however, within" six months 
after such delinquency such member 
shall pay all 
assessments 
due 


against : him, the association shall 
tlien be liable, for losses incurred 
after such delinquencies are paid. 


The'usual gas and explosive per- 


mit is attached 
to each 
policy. 


Stock killed by lightning must be re- 
ported inside of twenty-four hours 
and if not given in that time it .is 
'optional with the Actuary to pay 
such loss, being guided, of course, 
with discretion and the' circumstan- 
ces of each case. No liability at- 
taches for loss occasioned by 
the 


careless sorting of ashes in wooden 
containers, nor placing too near 
buildings, nor for the negligence or 
carelessness of the owner. 


This 
association 
secures 
only 


against loss occasioned by tire and 
lightning and does not prohibit its 
members from carrying tornado po- 
licies. All property insured is first 
appraised and not insured for more 
than two-thirds of its appraised 
value, nor is any horse, marc, mule 
or colt insured for more than $200. 
This on the theory, that horses that 
are of higher value are not farm 
horses properly speaking. No single 
head of- the cattle tribe shall be in- 
sured i'or more than $100. 


If a member wishes to withdraw 


he shall notify the Actuary and un- 
less an assessment is due, or a loss 
to be paid, for which no assess- 
ment is yet made, he may do so, 
and the secretary shall note such 
fact on his entry book. If a mem- 
ber sells propery, which is insured, 
such sale cancels the insurance as 
no policy'is transferable but the sel- 
ler remains liable for any assess- 
ment of unpaid losses until notice 
has been given the Actuary. If pro- 
perty is taken from the county in- 
surance ceases, after 
forty-eight 


hours or if taken within a city, town 
or village temporarily liability for 
loss or damages ceases after twen- 
ty-four hours. (Amended to forty- 
eight hours.) Joint property (hus- 
band aiid wife) requires but one 
fee ($5.00) as initiation fee, while 
widows are only charged $2.50 ini- 
tiation fee. 


The association is authorized to 


offer a reward not to exceed $300 
for the arrest and conviction of any 
one setting fire to any building in- 
sured by it, and the Actuary may 
write "Builder's Risks" 
on any 


building in process of erection, not 
to exceed one-half its value. It will 
thus be seen tnat the rules governing 
this Association are well calculated 
to protect- all its members, insure a 
fair deal and furnish, not only reas- 
onable insurance, but a guaranty of 
safety. It is apparent .that the man 
selected for Actuary should ' be an 
honest and'a capable one. Since he 
is given the care'and custody of all 
its business and, wide discretionary
